Major Wilson was accidentally killed by the burst- 
ing of his gun while hunting near Fort Richardson, 
Tex., of which post he was the commanding officer. 
His remains were forwarded to his home in West Vir- 
ginia, where the funeral services took place at Wheel- 
ing, Va., March 31, the local military companies and 
Masonic lodges participating in the ceremonies, which 
were under the direction of Bates Lodge No. 33, A. F. 
and A. Masons, of which the deceased officer was an 
honored member. The pall-bearers were Messrs. R. 
G. Barr, Wm. Hunter, Hulliben Quarrier, Frank Win- 
ship, Geo. Swift, Albert Harden, J. M. Ray and David 
McIlwaine. The religious services were conducted 
by Rev. James Moffat, pastor of the Second Presby- 
terian Church. At the grave the burial service of the 
Masons was read by Rev. J. G. Armstrong, pastor of 
St. Mathew’s Church. A detachment of thirteen men, 
representing each of the military companies acting as 
escort, then fired three volleys over the grave, the 
band in the meantime playing a dirge. M»jor Wilson 
entered the service as 1st Lieutenant of the 17th U. 8. 
Infantry on the 26th of October, 1861; was promoted 
to the rank of Captain on January 7, 1865, and bre- 
vetted Major for gallant and meritorious service dur- 
ing the war in March of the same year, the 17th In- 
fantry, to which he belonged, forming a part of the 
regular division of the Army of the Potomac under 
command of Major General George Sykes. ‘‘ He pos- 
sessed,” says the Wheeling, Va., /nielligencer, ‘‘in an 
eminent degree the quality of coolness and self-posses- 
sion under fire, and was universally esteemed by his 
comrades as a daring and courageous officer. In pri- 
vate life Major Wilson was a gentleman of quiet and 
unassuming manners, and though genial and kind in 
his intercourse with his fellow-officers, he shunned all 
social gayety, devoting a large share of his time to 
study and meditation. In his untimely death the ser- 
vice loses a brave and faithful officer, his comrades a 
generous and steadfast friend, and his family a de- 
voted son.”

INDIAN AFFAIRS, 


A NEWSPAPER despatch from Winnipeg, Mani- 
toba, March 31, eager” vies 


Reports from Battleford and the mounted police stations along 
the frontier unite in denying the existence of an Indian con- 
federacy. Sitting Ball's force, with the Nez Perces, is emcamped 
a little to the west of Fort Walsh. The weather is open, and the 
usual spring gathering of hunters has probably led to the rumor 
of a war confederacy. March 16 the police officers paid an official 
visit to the eamp, when both Nez Perces and Sioux renewed their 
oath of obedience to the Police. Preity Bear came forward after 
a coneultation with his fellows, and said: 

God Almighty look down upon me. I speak as a chief not as 
a warrior, Look on me ny spndietbes (Creator) and upon us 
all. [Here the chiefs held their hands aloft, the speaker elevat- 
lug the great peace pipe.] My Creator, you raised me to eat 
buffalo meat, you made us strong, but we are weak now. To the 
South, thunder, war: to the North, we find good friendship. 
Soldier of the Great Mother, take the ipe. Take it and hold it 
firmly. My make this land full of plenty and make us 
oe and good. I am going to light the pipe with truth.” 

Sitting Bull then took the pi inted it to the four quarters 
and handed it t> Clark, saying: ‘We are going to be quiet. We 
love the Great Mother and obey her soldiers. We want no war 
on this side of the line. God Almighty look down upou us.” 
All the officers smoked, and also the chiefs, and the conference 
broke up. While thus declaring by their Sesngeat oath that the: 
will retnain friendly to the Canadian authorities the Sioux an 
Nez Perces are extremeiy bitter against the United States, boast- 
ing that there are three thousand warriors jnst south of the line 
ready to help them strike a blow at Miles. ‘The police scouts at 
Wood Mountain —_— large numbers of malcontents in that 
region. Sitting Bull’s people have wintered well, and are in ex- 
cellent trim for fighting. eir braves cross the frontier almost 
every week, and hold conferences with the Southern hostiles. 








CONGRESS. 


ConGReEss has given but little attention to Army and 
Navy matters during the week. The Senate Com 
mittee have reported the Naval Appropriation bill with 
some additions, and have stricken out the clause 
which provides that no more promotions to the grade 
of captain in the Marine Corps shall be made until the 
number is reduced below twenty. It is understood 
that the Senate Committee on Military Affairs will pre- 
sent a majority report against and a minority report in 
favor of the bill which provides for setting aside the 
action of President Johnson—which the Senate subse- 
quently contirmed—promoting a number of quarter- 
masters by ‘‘ selection,” and passing over other officers 
of higher lineal rank. The committee will report for 
passage the bill directing the Secretary of War to pre- 
pare and report to Congress as soon as practicable a 
new code of Army regulations. 

A bill has been introduced, H. R. 4212, to provide 
for promotion on the retired list of the Army.

In the course of the debate on the-Naval Appropria- 
tion bill, Mr. Clymer, of Pennsylvania, said: 


Now, sir, this Bureau of Construction and Repair and the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering are the two bureaus of the Navy, 
which are in a deplorable and disgraceful condition., I use these 
words advisedly and meaning them in their wilaest scope. The 
deficiency indebtedness of the Burean of Construction and Re- 
pair on the Ist day of July last was $1 436,156.23.. Between the 
3d and 10th days of March last, tbat interval which exists when 
an old administration goes out and a new one comes in, 
were made by the late Secretary of the Navy under:this Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, contracts amounting to $2.133,642, 
for which no appropriation had been made, and for which there 
was no warrant of law. Those contracts were suspended by the 
presept Secretary of the Navy so soon as he into office. 
Therefore the constructive indebtedness of that burean is 
$3,539,798 23. During toe last eight years, from 1869 down toand 
including the fiscal year 1877, there has been appropriated to the 
Bureau of Construction and Repairs the enormuus eum of 
$438 180,000. During the same period there was appropriated to 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering $13,937,500. These two bureaus, 
under which all our vessels are constructed and t in order. 
have, during the last eight ye°rs, spent $57,117,500. In view of 
this profuse expenditure of money with so littie to show for it in 
the way of vessels of war, is it not time for us to determine tha 
if we are to go on with the construction of naval veasels, it 
be*done under specific legislative enactment ? 

‘ Mr. Calkins.—What have we to show now for all this expendi- 
ure 

Mr. Clymer.—We have a lot of hulks scattered upon the oceans 
of the earth, which are diecreditable to us as a nation, 

Mr. McCook.—in what respect are they discreditable ? 

Mr. Clymer.—In strength, in armament, in speed, in 
everything that goes to make up a creditable Navy. 

{ believe that this whole system of building fron-clads isa 
mietake, and that it will be so proved. I believe that the fatare 
Navy of this country should consiet of a fleet of vessels which 
shall be so ye | armored that with sufficient power they will 
be as fleet as any clipper ships. I believe that with a su t 
number of such vessels, say twenty or thirty, we will be more 
powerfal to strike a blow at any nation wbich attack uethan 
we will be if we go on constructing great iron to the extent 
of milliona of tonnage. 

What we will want io the fature is enough of fast clipper ships 
to enable us either to attack or show our heels, so that if weare 
at war with England or with any other power we can strike a 
blow at their commerce, which is their life-blood. Eagland can 
afford to lose any number of iron-clads; but let the American 
Navy, consisting of vesseis like the Aabama, for ins 
strike her upon every sea where hercommerce fl »ats, and we wi 
pring her to terms more quickly than if we should ei k all the 
iren-c’ads in her navy. Therefore I am not particularly anxious 
that apy great sum of money shall Neg to finish these 
great iron-clads now on the stocke. am satisfied that the 
amount which we propose to give this yar to the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair will be amply sufficient for the actual 
repair of all the vessels of our Navy. One of them, the

John. 

The examination of the late Secretary of the Navy, 
Robeson, by the Committee on the Expenditures in the 
Navy Department, yesterday, was something which 
had been looked forward to with much interest for 
some time. In other examinations he showed an 
astuteness and a mastery of temper which few possesr,- 
but it was bard to tell how he could explain the matter 
of the enormous contracts given out on the dey before 
his term of office expired. He stated what may or 
may not be considered satisfactory, that he had only 
followed the practice of his predecessors in office, and 
that he had the authority of Attorney-General Taft for 
the legality of his acts; that he wished to secure the 
finishing of the double-turreted monitors before he 
went out, as there was a great dunger of war with 
For diverting the appropriations tor the Navy from the 
purposes for which they were intended, it is doubtful 
whether the ex-Secre gave reasons which can be 
considered satisfactory. At any rate it is almost certain 
that what is called the ‘‘3d of March Contracts” will 
be declared invalid, and then louk out for the bills for 
relief. 

An event which has caused some little talk here, not 
only among Army people but in other circles, is the 
shameful attack on Gen. Sherman in the Capital of the 
24th ultimo, the editor of which is a sort of a brother- 
in-law of one Col. Tom Worthington—a brother of the

And now comes something new in the Indian line. 
The Rev. Father Mesplié, Chaplain in the Army, is the 
one on whom the mantle of Father de Smidt has fallen. 
Since the death of the latter, who was one of the finest 
characters that the world ever produced, there is no 
one who has had an influence with the Northern 
Indians equal to that of Father Mesplié. Thirty years 
ago he came out a young priest from France, and he 
went immediately to Oregon, where he officiated under 
the good Bishop Blanchette, at the little Catholic 
Church in Oregon City. To the officers of ,the Army 
who were first stationed in Wregon, he was weil 
known, and they would scarcely recognize the hand- 
some, slender young priest of those days in the rotund, 
benevolent looking padre who is now here in consulta- 
tion with the President on matters connected with 
the Indians, He has been stationed for some time at 
Fort Boisé, and he bad received a leave of absence 
with permission to go abroad, where he had not been 
since his first arrival in this country. He bas been 
requested by the President and the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs to go on a mission to the disaffected 
bands cf Joseph's Nez Percés, the Blackfeet, Spokans, 
and others, and he will have his leave of absence 
suspended for that purpose. Father Mesplié has also 
the appointment of honorary commissioner to the Par's 
Exposition, from Governor Brayman, of Idaho. He 
anticipates a t deal of trouble with the Northern 
Indians during the coming summer. He says, what is 
difficult to believe, that Joseph has his runners con- 
stantly passing from Fort Leavenworth, which is the 
place of confinement of the Nez Percé chief, to the 
various bands of his ple in the far north, and that 
his commands to his people are obeyed by them as 
implicitly as they would be if he were back among 
them. Father Mesplié does not hesitate to say that 
he considers that the Indians—aud particularly Joseph’s 
tribe—have been very badly treated by the Govern- 
ment, and the people whvu have tuken possession of the 
country so long occupied by the Nez Percés, He says 
also that under our present. system of Indian ageats we 
must be forever involved in war, and that the only 
remedy is to place the control of the Indians in the 
War Vepartment. He says, however, that he deepairs 
of seeing the change mace, for the reason that the 
Indian ring is too strong, and from the conversations 
he has had with members of the House of Represen- 
tatives on the subject he finds an indispvsition to 
abandou the patronage of the Indian Department. 
There is the trouble. No one doubts that the Indians 
would be treated with perfect fairness if their sip- 
phes were distributed by the Army, but politics and 
patronage come in, and millions of money and a 
great many lives must be sacrificed in order to gratify 
the politicians. 

The prospect of the retirement of Admiral Ammen 
from the Bureau of Navigation is setting the naval 
officers agog tu know who will be his successor, and it 
is the stunding joxe to ask every one who appends 
U. 8. N. to bis name on the hotel registers at Wushing- 
tun if he 1s after a Bureau. The officers at the Depart- 
ment are so beset with so many questions that they are 
rexndy to exclaim, d—n the Bureau of Navigation. It 
is understood that the Admira! has more than once ex- 
pressed his desire to be relieved and to be retired in as 
strong terms as a proper respect for the head of the 
’ Department would admit of. It will be a happy 
moment to him when his detachment is ordered, and 
he can take the first train to Ammendale. He can ex- 
perience more pleasure in beautifying and utilizing 
that model of all farms witbin fifteen miles of the 
cagital, than in commanding a first class fleet. Though 
most Navy officers aspire to play the role of Cincin- 
natus, so far as we know Admiral Ammen is the unly 
one who has had any success as a farmer.

Cuizk Encinger B. F. IsHzrwoop has been ap- 
pointed senior member and Chief Eogineers T. Zeller 
and H. L. Snyder members, ot a Beard for the pur- 
pose of witnessing the tests to be made at Chester, 
Pa., on Strong’s Patent Gas or gaseous fuel. 

Tue Constellation, Capt. Greer, left Sandy Hook» 
March 30, for Havre. She took her departure from 
the yard on the 27th; but owing to the display of 
“ cautionary signals,” Capt. Greer deemed it prudent 
not to go to sea until the weather changed. 

Tue orders for the Plymouth, now at Norfolk, to 
proceed to Puerto Plats have been, it is reported, 
suspended, temporarily at least. Since the determin- 
ation to send her to that point, it is learned that the 
Swatara has visited nearly all the chief ports of 
Hayti and San Domingo, and given all necessary at- 
tention to American interests in that quarter. 

Rear-ApDMIRAL NIcHo xs, in a despatch dated 21st 
Fevruary, at Montevideo, confirms telegram pre- 
viously sent of the death of Paymaster F. T. Gillett, 
at Rio, Feb. 15, after an illness of four days of yellow 
fever. Mr. Robinson, his clerk, had been placed tem- 
porarily in charge of the naval storehouse, and would 
make up the accounts of Mr. Gillett. There was no 
diminution in the character and prevalence of the 
epidemic. The Hsxz was on way from Rio to 
Montevideo.

The landing and walk was arcbed and decorated 
with evergreens—the building brilliantly illuminated 
and made attractive and gay with its very dexterous 
display of fiags, and here and there festoons of flow- 
ers. The full band of H. M. the Second King was 
in frent of the building, and the small band of the 
had its station in a remote corner of the 
hall, These bands relieved each other in their per- 
formances., 

Tue Norfolk Landmark says: “A good deal has 
been said about the Wyoming returning to New York 
in a leaky condition, after she had sailed with arti- 
cles to display at the Paris Exhibition—some forty 
or fifty tonsin all. As this appears to be interesting 
to the Navy people, we inquired at the Navy-yard 
concerning the repairs made te the Wyoming when 
she was here last month, and ascertained that she 
came here from the Washington Navy-yard, where 
she had been used as a receiving ship for some time, 
and where she was repaired for her intended trip to 
Europe. When the vessel arrived here on the 2ist 
of last month she was immediately placed in dock 
and her bottom cleaned and copper patched—-about 
fifty sheets of new copper being puton. With that 
exception, she was not under repairs at al!, as it was 
understood that she had been overhauled and re- 
paired at the Washington Navy-yard, and no leaks 
were reported, or other repairs considered wanting 
by her officers while here; so, after being in dock 
about four days, she left hurriedly for Washington 
again, On her way down the Potomac river, bound 
to New York, she collided with a small schooner, 
which possibly may account for her present leaking. 
But then she is an old hulk after all.” 

On Wednesday, April 3, the boys on the training- 
ship Minnesota, Capt. 8. B. Luce, commanding, lying 
at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, were paraded for muster, 
inspection and review. Previous to the muster a 
squad were exercised at one of the broadside guns, 
under command of Lieut. D. H. Mahan. The lads 
exhibited most excellent discipline, and a readiness 
in their manceuvres alike creditable to their instruc- 
tors and themselves. Before concluding these exer- 
cises, sketches were made of the boys and their posi- 
tions, by two artists from Harpers Weekly. After- 
wards the boys were assembled on the dock, where 
the Minnesota lay under the shears, and formed by 
the adjutant, Lieut. A. 8. Taylor, U. 8. M. C., into a 
battalion of six companies, sixteen files front, under 
command of the following officers: Lieut.-Comdr. H. 
C. White, comdg.; Lieut. F. M. Symonds, acting 
lieut.-col.; Lieut. E. P. McClellan, acting major ; 
Ensign Chas. Laird, acting captain of 1st company 
in the absence, on sick leave, of Lieut. C. P. Perkins; 
Lieut. B. Noyes, acting captain, and Eosign R. M. 
Doyle, acting ist lieut., 2d company; Lieut. N. H. 
Barnes, acting captain, and Ensign M. L. Wood, act- 
ing 1st lieut., 3d company; Lieut. D. H. Mahan, 
acting captain, 4th company; this company and the 
6th did not have a 1st lieut., the ship’s complement 
of officers being short. Lieut. H. L. Tremain, acting 
captain, and Eosign H. J. Hunt, acting 1st lieut., 5th 
company; Ensign F. E. Beatty, acting captain, 6th 
company. The battalion in column o! fours, headed 
by the Minnesota’s band of 18 pieces, was marched to 
the parade ground in the Navy-yard, and exercise 
in the manual of arms and school of battalion, 
Upton’s. The boys wore white leggings, which 
greatly improved their appearance. Their marching 
was very steady, wheelings excellent, and their drill- 
ing so satisfactory that their officers, and in fact 
everybody at the Navy-yard, feel very proud of them. 
They certainly deserve the fullest credit for the 
manner in which they conducted themselves, espe- 
cially when it is considered they average less than 18 
years of age. A review was received, and inspection 
made by Captains Luce and Simpson and staff 
officers, and witnessed by a large number of 
spectators, including many ladies. 

From the Asiatic Station, Commander Sumner, 
commanding the Monocacy, reports that a Royal Pro- 
clamation had been issued by the King of Siam, 
raising the embargo on rice, Commancer Sumner 
had an audience of His Majesty, the 2d King, in the 
throne room of his Palace, and was received very 
courteously ; and also receptions by the various 
Ministers of State, who express kind and friendly 
sentiments towards the United States, and extended 
to him various complimentary and interesting enter- 
tainments, including a special ‘‘lacon” (theatrical 
entertainment), which excited much astonishment

and delight among all. It was the first ever given to 
American officers, Un Jan, 2ist, H, R. H, Prince 
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Chow Fa Mala and suite visited the Monocacy, and 
were received with royal honors. Commander Sum- 
ner and a party of officers made a visit to Agurthea, 
the ancient capital of Siam, the 2d King havin 
kindly provided them with a large steam launch ant 
barge; and they were luxuriously quartered and 
entertained for two days at the 1st King’s Summer 
Palace at Bang Pa La. An excursion was made from 
this place, in the steam launch, to the palace, ruins 
and elephant stockade of Agurthea. H. E. the Yor- 
eign Minister, entertained Commander Sumner and 
officers in an elegant style on their return to Bangkok. 
Commander Sumner also reports that on Jan. 16th, 
H. M, the ist King, with a large escort, left the 
capital to visit distant portions of his kingdom, 
which he had not before seen, but, in consequence of 
sickness among his retainers, he was to return to the 
capital. The health of the officers and crew of the 
Monocacy while at Bangkok was generally good. 
Proceeding from Bangkok, the Monocacy reached 
Saigon, Cochin China, Feb. 1st, and exchanged the 
customary salutes and courtesies with the French 
authorities, ashore and afloat. The Governor General, 
Rear Admiral Lafont, invited Commander Sumner 
and officers to a grand ball at the palace, at which a 
large number of French army and navy officers were 
present. Other entertainments were also offered. 
The Admiral flies his flag on the Tilsitt, an old line 
of battle ship, the captain of which is the command- 
ant of the arsenal. The other French naval vessels 
there are the Antelope, a small paddle steamer, the 
troop ship, and about a dozen river gunboats of a 
peculiar construction ; they are of iron, are cut down 
at the bow, and mount there a six inch breech-load- 
ing rifle, and are 60 feet long, draw three feet and 
steam ten knots; very handy for river use. The 
Siamese have some like them, but of considerably 
larger size. The arsenal, projected on an immense 
scale, is not yet completed. It consists of an Ord- 
nance yard, coal depot and dock yard. In the latter 
they have completed six or eight large buildings, the 
foundry, forging and machine shops being in opera- 
tion. There is an iron dry dock (floating) capable 
of raising a frigate with her guns, etc.

My failure to reach 
the ship in time with these goods was caused by the 
neglect of a servant, Samuel Freeman, who left me 








alone to attend to all matters, and who failed to send 
my telegraph despatch for assistance.

STEAM MACHINERY OF THE RICHMOND. 


WHEN the Richmond went to Boston nearly a year 
ago and was put out of commission, it was decided to 
repair her atcnce. In the Department of Steam En- 
gineering it was determined to substitute a four-bladed 
screw for the two-bladed, to overhaul the engines and 
put in her new boilers, which had been completed by 
the Providence Steam Engine Company, and to put the 
steam department in an etticient condition as soon as 
possible. To change the screws it was necessary to 
have a longer section of shafting, so that the spaft 
would preject far enough through the stern bearin 
to allow the new screw to key onto it in the usu 
manner, and do away with the hoisting frame and gear. 
The decrease of weight resulting from this would more 
than compensate for the additional weight of the four- 
bladed screw, and the change would be a beneficial 
one. Accordingly, a section of shafting which had 
been forged for the Pennsylvania, now rotting on the 
stocks, was selected, but it was too long, and it was 
sent to the machine shop to be cut to the required 
length. When too late, it was found that this shatt had 
been cut the same length as the old shaft, and the en- 
gineer who made the discovery was soon after detached 
from the Navy-yard, although he had nothing to do 
with the transaction. 

It was evident that as the shaft was too short to go 
into the hub of the screw, the screw must be made 
to go into the shaft; consequently a screw was cast at 
the Washington Navy-yard with a long clutch on. 

The result is that this splendid ship, almost 
as good as the day she was launched, will go to sea 
with the extra weight of a four-bladed screw, and all 
the hoist up gear attached, with propeller well closed 
up, and a ponderous clutch; where the metal should be 
in one piece, and the shaft through the screw, instead 
of the screw being clutched to the shaft. This blunder 
involves an extra expense of about five thousand 
dollars. 

The boilers were contracted for under the former 
administration, and are of course very expensive ones. 
They were delivered some months ago, and are now 
waiting to be placed inthe ship. Some measurements 
have been taken for the purpose of disposing of them 
in their proper places, and it is found that the boilers 
are too high by exactly a footto go where the old 
ones were. The remedy in this case is to take out all 
the berth deck beams over the boilers, and substitute 
iron beams and knees, which take up less space. 
This will partially correct the blunder, but not entirely. 
In order to lower the boilers more, the legs will have 
to be reduced in length, and then there will be only 
enough space to put the jacketing or felting on, and 
the furnaces will be brought so low that the firemen 
will have plenty to do to fire. This mistake will cost 
between eight and ten thousand dollars; so that be- 
tween twelve and fifteen thousand dollars is to be 
charged in the Richmond to errors that ought certainly 
to have been avoided. 

To show clearly the blunder that has been made, we 
add two diagrams, one showing the screw of the Rich- 
mond as it should be and the other the screw as it is.

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AMERICAN RECRUITS FOR ENGLAND. 


Tue N. Y. Herald says: One of the members of a 
firm in this city, which bas an extensive produce trade 
with Canada, yesterday received a letter from a oe 
tleman (whose name he does not wish to make public) 
in Montreal, a copy of which is herewith appended. 
The writer of the letter is said to be a lawyer, well 
known ir the Dominion, who some years ago held a 
Government position of responsibility. The letter is 


given for what it is worth: 
Monrtreat, March 27, 1878. 


- » + The Imperial government anticipate that the Canadian 
contingent to be furnished in case of a war with Rassia—now 
almost deemed inevitable—will be fully 100,000 men, The Domin- 
ion, under pressure, could furnish abont half this amount, 38 
during the continuance of the four years of the war between the 
Northern and Southern States there were 45.000 Canadians en- 
listed for the Northern urmies, and as times are exce y 
hard here there would be but little difficulty in obtaining fully 
that number at only a small bounty. It is currently in 
military circles, both here and in Ottawa, that on the first an- 
nouncement of a declaration of war recruiting offices will be 
opened along our border, and we anticipate enlisting no incon- 
siderable portion of that large floating, restless, and adventurous 
population of the United States, which was in a measure 
by your destructive war, but which in the lapse of time 
again become numerous.

Our service will offer an excellent opportunity to the trained and 
experienced officers who served in the late war. Many of your 
West Point graduates will find immediate employment in our 
armies, as its standard is acknowledged to be one of the highest 
in the military schools of the world. In a conversation last night 
with General __——, he eaid the Minister of War has under 
consideration # recommendation to the British government to 
organize the Canadian Jines on the pian of the American and 
French armies, making promotion the award of merit. I am of 
opinion that this would reconcile many of your intelligent, am- 
bitious citizens to accepting service under the Crown, and who 
knows but that some American soldier may be the leading here 
in the forthcoming struggle? Many of our people are out of em- 
permet, and a chance o getting regularily clothed and fed will 

@ availed of by many. It would be rather singular if the large 
quantities of arms your manufacturers have sent to Russia wou 
be used against Cunadians and Americans. The General was

In an article on the late Gideon Welles, contributed . 
to the Zraveller’s Record, Wm. Faxon, formerly Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Navy, says: ‘‘ We have not room 
to summarize, even, the deeds of the Navy during the 
administration of Mr. Welles; it is a proud record for 
the country, and when the history of the recent war 
shall be impartially written, some of its brightest pa 
will relate to the achievements of the Navy during 
that eventful time. The power and foresight of Mr. 
Welles as an executive officer were shown in the 
creation, almost as if by magic, of a powerful naval 
force; in the construction of an iron-clad Navy of 
novel design, the essential features of which have since 
been adopted by the leading maritime powers of the 
world; in the adoption and use of heavy ordnance; in 
utilizing the fugitive slaves or ‘ contrabands,’ and in 
other measures not less important. In brief, the whole 
management of the Navy under his administration 
indicated administrative ability of the bighest order. 
Mr. Welles held the position during the entire adminis- 
trations of President Lincoln and President Johnson, a 
longer period than the office bas been held by any 
other Secretary of the Navy, and it is safe to say that 
no one has been more universally respec and 
honored by the officers of the Navy and others con- 
nected with the Service.” 








Tue Chief of Ordnance reports to Congress that 
since 1865 there have been delivered, under the acts of 
Congress, for monumental and other purposes, 437 
bropze or brass guns and 216 iron guns. There are 
yet to be delivered under acts ary. fixing the 
pumber, 64 guns and 232 projectiles. The acts in 
relation to the Rawlina monument and the Gettysburg 
battle-field monument and the joint resolution in rela- 
tion to the Lincoln monument are indefinite as to the 
number of guns to be delivered. Twelve light twelve- 
pounder guns have already been delivered on account 
of the Lincoln monument, and twenty-seven guns 
have been sent to Gettysburg, but none have been called 
for on account of the Rawlins monument. There are 
still available for delivery about 850 bronze guns and 
150 iron guns, principally six and twelve-pounders. 
The value of condemned iron field fans and projectiles 
is from 1 to 1} cents per pound. The value of con- 
demned bronze guns is from 20 to 25 cents per pound. 
The weight of the field guns, iron or bronze, 1s from 
900 to 1,£09 pounds each, and of the projectiles, from 
6 to 42 pounds each. The iron and bronze guns are 
not used in the manufacture of new guns, but the proe 
jectiles are utilized in testing experimental guns.

PAY OF THE ARMY. 
N last week’s JouRNAL we presented many facts 

and figures, demonstrating that the pay of our 
Army officers is less than that of the officers of the 
European continental services, grade for grade. The 
pay of the English service was not then considered ; 
but the advance sheets of Gen. Urron’s forthcoming 
work, reviewed at length in other columns, provide 
us with the means of this comparison. 
Of course, military employment and the rate of 
living in the British Isles do not form a proper 
parallel to the employment and rate of living on 
those distant frontiers where the bulk of our Armyis 
found; but the service in India turnishes a suffi- 
ciently good basis for compurison. We find, then, 
in Gen, Upton’s chapter on the army of India, the 
following tables of monthly pay for the staft corps: 
Lieut.-colonel, $413.92; major, $320.42; captain, 
$187.04; lieutenant, $112.86. This is the pay pro- 
per, while, as in the German service, the allowances 
usually exceed the pay proper. But this pay proper 
alone exceeds the pay froper of our own stait corps, 
for the same grades, and the allowances make the 
discrepancy still greater. 
Next, we find that the pay of the commander in- 
chief is $50,000; that of the military secretary,

THE ENGINEER CORPS SURVEYS. 


Wirn the opening of the spring, public attention 
is once more directed to the Government surveys of 
our Western country. Formerly there were three 
surveys operating in the Territories, but two of these 
were united a few years ago, and now there are two 
left, one under the care of the Engineer Corps and 
one in charge of the Interior Department. These it is 
proposed to consolidate under a surveyor general who 
shall have charge of all the surveys carried on in the 
West. 

This plan has invariably met with favor in Con. 
gress, among scientific men who necessarily play an 
important part in the conduct of all first class sur- 
veys, and with the people. The existing surveys are 
and always have been bitterly antagonistic. They 
incessantly interfere with each other’s work, and a 
few years ago caused the greatest scandal by follow- 
ing each other in the same field—a portion of Colo- 
rado—and drawing pay from the public treasury for 
three surveys of the same ground, all of shem equally 
imperfect and worthless. Endless disputes have 
arisen from the different views held by the experts 
attached to the several expeditions, and the chief of 
one survey seems to think that the age of the Rocky 
Mountain coals is, after all, the only question worth

geologists of the country, and when their services are 
required experts can be drawn from the ranks of pri- 
vate life, where alone the experience necessary to 
make a man expert in such matters is to be obtained. 
But the people certainly have a right to demand that 
the officers they educate shall be capable of co- 
operating with such experts and of understanding 
the value and the necessities of their work, and that 
they shall treat with proper consideration and respect 
- men who are carrying on researches that are valued 
the world over. 

This cannot be the case now, for a large number 
of the men who are helping Prof. HaypEn to do 
“ more than all the other surveys combined,” began 
their activity in the Western field in connection with 
the Engineer Corps, For some mysterious reason 


their work under the War Department was not as|w 


efficient as under the Department of the Interior, 
Why should they abandon the Engineer Corps, which 
is looked upon by scientific men of all classes as the 
natural association for students who desire to labor 
under Government auspices, and which is regarded 
with warm good feeling by scores of noted men who 
have been in its service in former years? This ques- 
tion goes to the root of all the dissatisfaction that 
has found yearly expression in Washington for several 
seasons. 

These expeditions are called ‘‘surveys,” but they 
are not so in the ordinary sense of the term. They 
have a much wider significance. The social problem 
of settling the boundaries between two neighbors 
has no entrance into the work which deals almost ex- 
clusively with general knowledge and matters of wide 
interest. From whatever point the subject is viewed 
it will be found that it is in every way an affair of 
broad scientific culture, and the narrow interests of 
the Engineer Corps sink into nothingness in com- 
parison with the great importance of its duties. 

It is in just this respect that the errors of manage- 
ment have been very conspicuous. The survey has 
not succeeded in making its work tell upon the pro- 
minent current questions that interest the world. It 
is a great mistake to suppose that knowledge grows 
steadily and equally in all directions, On the con- 
trary, there are fashions in the scientific world as in 
other portions of society. A great discovery will 
interrupt the ordinary pursuits of hundreds of 
observers and set them to elucidating the laws of the 
new formed phenomena, CRrooxke’s radiometer, the 
telephone and the phonograph are the current 
fashions, and during the last twenty years there has 
been a tremendous overturning in several of the 
most comprehensive sciences, Astronomy has re- 
ceived enormous additions to its knowledge of the 
sun, chemistry has had the relations of matter placed 
upon a new basis, geology has gained immense 
acquirements concerning the history of the earth, and 
biology has been made the standing passion of 
thousands of men by the suggestive studies of Dar- 
win and WALLACE. These are the things the world 
is thinking of, and the fields in which the workmen 
want help. A government which is plotting a million 
square miles of virgin wilderness will find ite survey- 
ing parties necessarily brought in contact with new 
facts which are pertinent to these interesting ques- 
tions, and it has no right to pass them by unheeded, 
It is in duty bound to record them and give them to 
the world. 

Our own country has proved to be remarkably 
fertile in discoveries that tell upon the great ques- 
tions of biology, but few of them can be credited to 
the Engineer Corps. A private citizen has fairly out 
generalled the Departments, and we can excuse a late 
commissioner of Indian affairs for retaliating upon 
him by calling one of our most famous citizens a Mr. 
Marsx. Sir JosepH Hooxer’s commendation of 
HaypDEN’s survey was won by attention to this very 
point, and when PowE.1 was at the head of an inde- 
pendent survey he too paid attention to this demand 
of the werld that its interesting problems should 
have their due attention. 

The Engineer Corps seems to regard such a course 
with contempt, or we misread the absence of promi- 
nent scientific men from the survey, under its charge. 
Its officers neglect the things that are keeping the 
world awake for those which, important enough in 
themselves, are by no means imminent, Their 
interest seems to be confined mainly to mathematical 
problems, a field which our Government cultivates at 


greater expense than any other in the world,! 


Whereve« they go they rush into geodetic work with 
as much eagerness as if the figure of the earth wasin 
constant change,'and the arc of the great circle had 
to be caught before it shrunk any further. 

We wish to be understood as assenting unreservedly 
to the value of such labors, but it will be fifty years 
before tangible results are reached, and meanwhile 
the thick of the intellectual fight is swaying back 
and forth and will be in a score of other places before 
the end of that time. The Corps will find that the 
purposes of scientific work in connection with a 
national survey will be best advanced by giving 
attention to questions of a kind which engages the 
thought ot large classes of industrious students, as 
well as those which secure more limited attention. 
When we regard the quarrels and animosities 
hich have so often disgraced the scientific work of 
the Government, we cannot deny that the proposed 
consolidation under a surveyor-general isa very neces- 
sary one. Considering the relations of the nation to 
West Point, we conclude that it is among its gradu- 
ates alone that the executive head of such an organi- 
zation should be found. But when we look at what 
the Engineer Corps. has accomplished, with the 
opportunities given it, we do aot hesitate to say that 
its policy must be entirely changed before it can be 
trusted with this important work, without injury to 
the national interests, 








Tue tidings of the death of Professor Church, the 
skilful, distinguished, and devoted head of the de- 
partment of mathematics, at West Point, will be 
received with sorrow by the thousands of his old 
pupils now in the Army or in civil life, To the facts 
concerning his career recorded in the General Orders, 
published in another column of the JourNAL, we 
may add that Prof. Church was born in 1807, at 
Salisbury, Connecticut, from which State he was 
appointed to the Academy; that after graduating 
highest in the class of 1828, he served there three 
years as assistant professor in mathematics, under 
the well remembered Prof. Charles Davies; then 
passed a couple of years in garrison duty at Forts 
Walcott and Independence; and returned to the 
‘ Academy only to leave it at death. Thus he was 
for forty-eight years an instructor of mathematics in 
the same institution. His educational works on 
Geometry, Trigonometry and the Calculus are well 
known. Hislarger ‘‘record” isin theivfluence which 
his daily examp!e of integrity, purity and fidelity 
exerted upon successive classes of cadets through 
half a century—an influence to be remembered with 
respect and veneration, now that his long career of 
usefulness is ended. Professor Church leaves a wife, 
and a daughter who is the wife of Lieut.-Colonel M. 
M. Blunt, 25th Infantry. His grandson, the son of 
Colonel Blunt, is a cadet at the Military Academy. 
The son of Prof. Church died in 1873, leaving a 
widow but no children, He has a brother, Dr. 
Church, who is a resident of Newburgh, N. Y. He 
wasinhis 7ist year, and had he lived until July 
would have completed 50 years of service at the 
Academy. His estate is, fortunately, sufficient to 
abundantly provide for his family. 
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WELL FOUNDED as are the complaints of the spirit 
in which Congress often legislates for the Army and 
the Navy, it should be remembered that our officers 
are partly responsible for it. A large part of the 
ammunition used by hostile Congressmen is furnished 
by the Services themselves, Officers, sometimes on 
invitation and sometimes spontaneously, are con- 
stantly laying propositions of changes before the 
Military and Naval Committees, and, influenced by 
the personal jealousy which is the vice of military 
men, or to make a welcome for their pet schemes of 
improvement, sometimes denounce very bitterly the 
existing order of things. The’ result is that each 
part of the Service appears to be pulling against 
every other part. Officers occupying such desirable, 
or supposed to be desirable, places as are in the gift 
of the Departments are assailed by comrades con- 
scious of their own superior claims, and as no jealous 
complaint is ever made of the officere who occuyy 
the undesirable places, and are doing the hard work uot 
the Service, some Congressmen get the mistaken iin- 
pression that the Army and Navy are pampered in- 
stitutions and ought to be abolished. Thus iudul- 


and, what is worse, so far as it can, tends to de- 
moralize the military services, 

Officers should devote themselves in all cases to 
building up; never to tearing down: they will find 
enemies enough to attend to that work for them. 
They should remember that communications made 
to Congress are not made to a professional board, 
where they would be properly weighed by competent 
critics; an average Congressional committee picks 
out the complaints, without adopting the suggested 
remedies. Thus hostile Congressmen are supplied 
with professional data that can be perverted to the 
injury of the Services, and they are wounded in the 
house of their frienda, 

The Services are injured from within in a second 
way. Officers, especially ex-officers, having the 
slightest grievance, rush to Congress with it for in- 
dividual relief, as instinctively as a boy does to his 
mother for a splinter on his toe. To each petitioner 
his own case seems just and expedient; but the re- 
sult is an undue accumulation of such relief mea- 
sures. Officers would be surprised to see, as we do, 
the number of Army and Navy bills in every session 
of Congress, and their proportion to other bills. 
They come by the dozens every week of the winter, 
and are piled in stacks before the end of a session. 
Congress inevitably, whether with reason or not, gets 
a feeling not at all respectful towards services that 
seem to be continually hammering at its doors for 
individual relief. It is true that these bills rarely 
come from the great body of officers engaged in hard 
duty, but from those who have got into trouble; 
whose accounts are not straight; who have been 
court martialled and wish{to set aside the result; or 
who have got out of the Army and want to get back, 
perhaps merely in order to go out again on more 
advantageous terms. ‘Nevertheless, the result is to 
create a general feeling in Congress that is not ad- 
vantageous to the military profession. If there were 
any organization for self-protection like those 
in other professions—the legal, the medical, the cleri- 
cal—it might well deliberate how these two sources 
of unfavorable impression could be diminished, 








Tue Queen’s call for her militia reserves, the resigna- 
tion of the Earl of Derby, the appointment of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, and the calm but manly circular 
sent out by the new foreign minister to all the courts 
of Europe, have put a vew strain on the European 
situation. From the pitiful pretenses by which the 
presence of the ficet in the Dardanelles was defended, 
to this straightforward statement of reasons why Eng. 
land cannot approve the treaty of San Stefano, is a 
great step in British diplomacy. It was time for a 
change. With an adversary like Russia evasion is 
weakness. As one salutary result of the circular, 
Austria recognizes today that England and herself 
have that community of interests in the pending ques- 
tion which M. Thiers once declared to be the best and 
only sure basis of a permanent alliance. The failure 
of Gen. Ignatiefi’s mission to Vienna shows that 
Austria will neither pledge herself to act with Russia 
nor to remain neutral. Lord Salisbury’s reasons for 
England’s claim that the Congress shall consider the 
treaty of San Stefano as a whole, will also help to 
solidify English public opinion—that the treaty of 1856 
cannot be broken without the consent of its co-signa- 
taries; nor is England compelled to point out the 
particular articles of the treaty of San Stefano that she 
wants considered, since it is the general operation of that 
treaty in crippling Turkey that violates the treaty of 
Paris. The firmer attitude of England does not, in 
our opinion, render war more certain. But come 
peace or war, it is the only attitude worthy of England. 
She gained her empire by the sword, and by the sword 
when her dominion is challenged, must she uphold it. 

A semi-official article in the Journal de St FPeters- 
bourg, Prince Gortschakoft’s organ, says: ‘* Russia is

HINTS FOR THE LINE.-—-NO. IX. 
To the Hditor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


Srr: Lieutenants of the line should be promoted 
lineally (by corps instead of by regiment). As a dis- 
tinguished officer expresses it: ‘* here is every argu- 
ment in favor of it, and not a sound argument 
against it.”

The Ist lieutenants who become captains in the new 
regiments should be authorized to select and take with 
them, from their old regiments, six corporais and six 
privates, who will be transferred and made sergeants 
and corporals in the new regiments, so that the new 
regiments will start with experienced officers and non- 
commissioned officers. 

Any raw and green material that enters the Service 
as commissioned officers should enter, as it does in all 
business affairs of life, and in all armies but ours, at 
the foot, as second lieutenants, instead of at the top 
as field officers. 

Had we organized our new Regular regiments, at 
the commencement of the war, upon this system, they 
would probably have become efticient at an earlier 
yeriod; at all events greater harmony would have pre- 
vailed among Regular officers. As it was, we or- 
ganized new Kegular companies, and even battalions, 
with raw recruits, inexperienced non-commissioned 
officers, new lieutenants and captains and inexpe- 
rienced field officers; although we had at that time 
plenty of experienced men tu occupy the important 
positions who, believing they were entitled to them, 
were mortified by seeing themselves jumped by to- 
tally inexperienced men. 

Of course the new men became good and efficient in 
time, and the older men forgot their mortification. 

It is to be hoped that at the commencement of our 
next war (which will occur during the next ten years), 
the appointment and promotion in the new Regular 
regiments, will be by seniority throughout each arm of 
the Service, Line. 


GEN. SCOTT'S OPIN ION OF WEST POINT. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Srr: Observing an insinuation in a communication 
published in your issue of March 16, that since Gen. 
Scott relinquished command of the Army, graduates 
of West Point have been overrated to the detriment of 
citizen appointments, an incident was called to my 
mind which I will request you to publish. 

Seven zoose before the breaking out of the War of 
the Rebellion, the writer, with a conditional appoint- 
ment of cadet in his pocket, repaired to West Point to 
be examined for admission. By some unaccountable 
good luck he was not gathered in as a ‘‘ new cadet” by 
Sergeant Owens, and was able for several days to ob- 
serve the routine of the new life he was expected to 
] 








ead . 

The Headquarters of the Army was then at West 
Point, and Gen. Scott was one of the daily visitors at 
the annual examination then in progress. The gradu- 
ating class was to give an exhibition of riding in the 
new riding ball then just finished. Thither the 
writer repaired, and soon found himself closely com- 
pressed ina small gallery, by officers of the Army and 
members of the Board of Visitors. Among the for- 
mer General Scott majestically towered. During the 
exercises one of the members of the ‘** Board” said to 
him, ‘‘ General, I suppose this is all very fine and 
useful, but it was not necessary to make successful 
soldiers of General Taylor and yourself?” The Gene- 
ral looked at his would-be flatterer in by no means an 
assuring manner, and replied, ‘‘It is true, sir, that 
persona iy I did not enjoy the benefits of this institu- 
tion, but I assure you I ascribe much of the profes- 
sional success I have achieved to the training my 
subordinates have received at this place. Why, sir, 
without the aid of the West Pointers, my operations 
in Mexico would have required many times the men 
and treasure they did, and a much longer time; and, 
in fact, without their assistance, I sometimes doubt 
whether I could have accomplished anything credita- 
ble. I shal] never forget my obligations to this in- 
stitution.” 

This conversation made a great impression upon my 
mind, and I think it is very nearly literally given. 
In after years, as an officer, the writer heard Gen. 
Scott express himself in an equally emphatic manner 
concerning the value to the Army of the training and 
education of the Military Academy. xX.

ARMIES OF ASIA AND AMERICA. 


Tue volume into which Gen. Upton has just 
gathered the fruits of his military tour around the 
globe, proves entirely worthy of his reputation. 
Marked by close study and observation, as well as 
by thorough method, clearness and precision of state- 
ment, Gen. Upton’s official reports on the armies of 
Asia and Europe, tcgether with the extracts from 
descriptive private letters that accompany them, will 
prove of great interest and value both to the Services 
and the general public. The careful and elaborate 
conclusions of the author show the practical results 
of his work ; and, independently of these, the reports 
are a mine of suggestion, both as to general plans 
and minute details, for the improvement of our mili- 
tary establishment. Such of these as can be adopted 
without specific legislation will no doubt be promptly 
considered ; while in all of them Congress can find 
the material for thought and discussion during some 
time to come. 

Asin the JournaL of Feb. 3, 1877, we presented 
very fully Gen. Upton’s suggestions upon army re- 
organization, we need not now rehearse them in de- 
tail; but in his account of the Asian armies—to 
which part of the book, as being the more novel, the 
reader will first turn—some things have struck us 
as desirable to point out. The army of India fur- 
nishes an example of what an army ought to be; the 
army of China, an example of what an army ought 
not to be. Nevertheless, our military legisiation is 
largely of the Chinese order, and it aims at exactly 
whut it should seek to avoid, F 

The Chinese army seems to be a queer composite of 
ancient absurdity with modern improvement. Some 
of its troops are armed with chassepots or American 
breech loaders, and partly trained in European tac- 
tics ; others are supplied with large matchlocks, with 
spears, with bows and arrows, or with swords and 
shields. {t is never possible to tell how large the 
Chinese army is, except the force—17,500 of late— 
around Peking; because the provinces reduce their 
quotas of troops to the minimum, for the sake of 
economy. The governor generals regulate the size 
of their armies as they may see fit. Besides, 
officers give soldiers indefinite leaves, in order to 
pocket their pay; so that when the troops are or- 
dered to war, the ranks have to be filled with raw 
recruits, who often break down at once, or perhaps 
commit suicide. As to tactics, ‘* having posted their 
men so as to slaughter an enemy in an attack from 
the front, the officers regard an attack in flank as 
low-minded, if not cowardly.” Gen. Upton was 
highly amused at some so-called evolutions at 
Peking. 

But, without going into details, we may point out 
that one secret of Chinese military interiority is 
that, in Gen. Upton’s phrase, “ China is the only coun- 
try in which the profession of arms is not honored.” 
If some Congressmen had their way, America would 
take her place in this respect beside the Flowery 
Kingdom, For ages, says Gen. Upton, the proverb 
**as you would not use good iron to make a nail, so 
you would not use a good man to make a soldier,” 
has hung like a millstone on the Chinese army. 
‘* Branded as the refuse of society, the policy of the 
Government has been such as to condemn both 
officers and men to hopeless ignorance, and to drown 
every seatiment of magnanimity and honor.” Even 
the officers are regarded merely as trained athletes, 
whose sole qualifications at the competitive exami- 
nations are expertness in archery, on foot and on 
horseback, sword practice, and ability to lift and to 
swing heavy weights! If they pass these, they are 
commissioned ; if they do not, no amount of mili- 
tary skill could save them. Yet, that this is not 
sheer blundering is shown by the fact that in the 
civil service intelligence and a knowledge of Jitera- 
ture are required. No envouragement is given to the 
study of military science, while tothe prevailing 
ignorance and idleness of the army is added the be- 
besotting use of opium. 

We here see to what an army of half a million ora 
million soldiers, regular and provincial, in the most 
populous of empires--soldiers naturally brave, and 
often very hardy and muscular---can be reduced by a 
false public sentiment as to the profession of arms, 
carried out in practical action. With such an army 
and a population of 400,000,000, China has suffered 
20,000 Europeans to march to its capital ard dictate 
peace there. She is to-day at the mercy of any 
Power that chooses to attack her. Right by her 
side, Jupan establishes schools for educating her 
army and navy, and makes her officers and men feel 
that tbey are ‘‘ honored agents to preserve peace at 
home and to insure respect abroad ;” but in China 
the very cut of the uniform ishumiliating. This is, of 
course,a terribly stupid and costly policy, since, besides 
its subjection of the country to foreign conyuest, the 
empire has for centuries been ravaged by domestic 
wars, prolonged solely for want of a disciplined 
army. The soldiers, despised as the dregs of society, 
ill fed, ill-paid, ill-clothed, have been frequently 
beaten by rebels. Great pruvinces have been deso- 
lated by insurrections, which one company of good 
soldiers would have crushed in the bud; and as such 
an experience proves useless, Gen. Upton suspects 
that “in China, asin other countries, the army has 
been kept small and inefficient by corrupt officials, 
in order that prolonged hostilities might afford them 





the opportunity of accumulating riches.” Surely, he 
that runs may read the moral, 
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India, on the other hand, shows us what: can be 
done bya true army establishment. Thanks to an 
admirable and liberal organization, a fine rail way‘sys- 
tem, and a thoroughly disciplined service, an army 
of 63,000 British troops, supplemented by a native 
army of 127,000, holds this vast empire in peace, and 
the former could hold it against the defection of the 
latter. We find General Upton declaring that the 
military institutions of India present more features 
for our imitation than those of any army or country 
in Europe. This is remarkable language, but we are 
not long in discovering the grounds on which it rests. 
First we see that the subordination of the military to 
the civil authority is very clearly defined, although 
the Indian government is commonly regarded as a 
military despotism ; and a like relieving of our Army 
Officers from all responsibility for the use of troops in 
civil affairs would, as General Upton says, place them 
in a proper light before the country, and disarm 
partisan criticism. Again, the system of disburse- 
ments for army purposes in India, under the limited 
supervision of army ofticers, would, it adopted here, 
save millions of dollars to the Government; for “ we 
may have, as at Fort Monroe, three separate jurisdic. 
tions at the same post, where staff officers have dis- 
bursed, and may continue to disburse, large sums of 
public money—and yet the commanding officer can- 
not offer a suggestion; nor can he apprise the Gov- 
ernment of a useless expenditure without placing 
himself in the light of an informer.” This wretched 
policy springs, according to Gen. Upton, from our 
constant desire to bresk away from the well estab- 
lished usages of other armies, tounded on experience. 
Once more, we find a very liberal rate of pay to 
officers in India, making service there far better com- 
pensated than service in our Army, grade for grade. 


Still another point to note is the liberality and 
prudence with which supplies and means of trans- 
portation are kept constantly ready, at « slight extra 
expense, for instant use in the movement of troops to 
quiet disorders. Then, we find that in garrison the 
greatest pains are taken for the health and comfort 
of troops. Every regiment has at its post, its canteen, 
libraries, reading, recreation and refreshment rooms, 
and there are plenty of newspapers, games, regimental 
schools, racket-courts, and gymnasiums, so that the 
soldiers may be always recreating or employing them- 
selves—in short, ‘‘in no country in the world is more 
done for their comfort than in Iodia.” The careful con- 
struction of barracks aud hospital quarters is also 
worth noting under this head. Another important 
suggestion to our Service is the extraordinary success 
of the native regiments, commanded by white officere. 
General Upton does not fall into error here. He 
shows that the native troops themselves, left to the 
sole control of their own officers, have failed; but 
skilled European officers at the head of native troops 
have accomplished wonders. Famous mutinies have 
occurred; but without discussing their causes, it is 
enough to express the conviction that they do not 
destroy the value of the organization. Now, all this 
teaches us a lesson—that our American Indians 
might, with proper officering, make an efficient auxil- 
iary force. Finally, in India there is a system of con- 
stant circulation of officers through the staff and line, 
by which line officers become fitted for staft duties, 
while staff officers take their share in the line, 

It is clear, therefore, that these two Asian armies 
furnish us some of the most useful lessons of the day 
—lIndia an example to imitate, China an example to 
avoid. 

The army of Japsn, as we had said, happily 
contrasts with that of China, which may some day ex- 
ence the results of the superior military enterprise 
of its neighbor. The introduction of modern ideas 
into the Japanese service dates from 1867, when Napo- 
leon IIL. sent out a military commission, which was 
followed by a second in 1872. The army was tre- 
organized on the French model, an Academy for ofti- 
cers established and schools for non-commissioned 
officers and for musketry and gymnastics, for veterinary 
science and practical engineering, West Point being 
adopted as the model for the first, with the addition of 
competitive examinations for admission. The army 
of Japan numbers 29,568 infantry, 390 cavalry, 3,140 
artillery, 1,670 enginecrs, in a)] 34,768, which force is 
increased in war to 49,378, mostly ininfantry. Mili- 
tary service is obligatory, and after three years service 
the recruits drafted pass into the reserve. The arms 
of the infantry are Snyder and Enfield rifles, the 
muzzle loaders being in process of transformation into 
breech loaders of the Albani pattern. Barracks and 
hospitals are models of construction. The advantages 
Japan has derived from the reorganization of her army 
on a European model are already apparent. ‘' The 
foundations of her government, which, in 1868, were 
built upon the sand, are settling down to the rock; 
insurrections, before ripening into rebellion, have been 
promptly stamped out; while her success in Formosa 
and Corea give evidence that Japan, no longer con- 
teated with progress at home, is destined to pliy an 
important part in the history of the world.” 

As to Persia, Gen. Upton says that as early as the 
time of Elizabeth the artillery of Persia was organized 
by an Eaglishman, and in 1801 Napoleon sent a com- 
miszion of 70 officers and non-commissioned officers to 
reorganize the army of the Shah for the invasion of 
India. ‘This commission was soon replaced by Eng- 
lish rivals who carried on military instruction until 
1840, since which the work has been successfully 
undertaken by Austrian, Italian, and French commis- 
sions, and is still curried on by a corps of five or six 
instructors from Italy, France, and mark. Each 
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are raised by conscription, the details being left in the 
hands of their colonels. The draft always begins with 
the rich, who purchase exemption, and then proceeds 
down the list until poverty forces its victim into the 
ranks. Promotion is obtained by purchase or favor 
(though illegally), two years’ pay being the price for 
general and field officers, and one year’s pay for com- 

ny Officers’ commissions. The officers of each 

ersian regiment are required to belong to the same 
tribe as the men, who are usually their vassals or 
tenants. Company officers are wholly ignorant of mili- 
tary affairs, and most of them can neither read nor 
write; the field officers generally belong to wealthy 
families, and are better educated. The cavalry is 
irregular and unorganized, and there are no organized 
batteries or trains of artillery. Ino the arsenals at 
Teheran and Tabriz a supply of muskets is kept on 
hand, consisting of 10,000 chassepots, 40,000 taba- 
tieres, and from 20,000 to 30,000 arms of other descrip- 
tions. The tabatiere is a worthless, transformed 
muzzle loader, captured by the Germans in 1870, and 
sold to the Shah when in Europe at 21 francs each. 
The ammunition for it is likewise worthless. The 
artillery material consists of about 500 smooth bore and 
60 rifled guns, all of brass. Ammunition is kept on 
hand for the smooth bores, but none has yet been pro- 
vided for the rifles. Powder is manufactured at a mill 
near Teheran. Great interest was shown by the Shah 
in American arms. 

The pay of the lieutenant is $113; captain, 
$181; major (or lieutenant-colonel), $540; colonel, 
$1,125; generals, $2,250, $3,450 and $4,520. The 
tactics resemble the French of 1831. The soldiers 
provide their own rations and forage, and as there are 
no wagon routes, the number of animals accompany- 
ing an army often exceeds the number of men, ‘* The 
capital of Persia, like that of all countries where mili- 
tary institutions are neglected, lies at the mercy of a 
few disciplined battalions.” 

Following his survey of the Asiatic armies, Gen. 
Upton gives a description of the military organizations 
of Euro Italy, Russia, Austria, Germany and 
France. Next we have an interesting chapter on infan- 
try tactics, including the German and French company 
column, skirmishing, and the method of attack with a 
battalion. The final chapter is headed ‘‘ Conclusions,” 
and is a general summing up of the results of the 
observations which the book records, In sn appendix 
to the volume, Gen. Upton adds, by request, some of 
the interesting private letters which he sent home 
during his absence. The volume is in the press of D. 
Appleton and Co., New York. 








A SLANDER ANSWERED. 


In the Capital for March 24th appeared a flaming 
article headed ‘‘A National Disgrace,” in which the 
editor told the story of the misfortunes of Tom 
Werthington, of Ohio, who was described as standing 
on Pennsylvania avenue, Washington, by the side of 
the editor of the Capital, and exclaiming, as Genera] 
Sherman rode by: ‘‘ There goes the d—d scoundrel— 
the d—d cowardly, lying scoundrel; the d—d traitor! 
There he goes, damn him!” The article goes on to 
ascribe to Worthington and his regiment, the 46th 
Ohio, the salvation of the day at Shiloh, for their part 
in which, as the veracious Capital informs us, ‘‘ Grant 
and Sherman ought to have been ccurt-martialled and 
shot. Instead of this Colonel Tom Worthington was 
court-martialled and cashiered. Had the old man— 
like Buell, Nelson and a thousand others—held a dis- 
creet silence, his gallant achievement would have been 
rewarded with promotion; but his honest wrath and 
indignation knew no bounds. On all occasions he 
denounced ia the most profane manner the conduct of 
the inebriates, his superior officers, and he was dis- 
graced.” To this tirade General Sherman replies as 
follows, in a letter addressed to the Washington Post ; 

Some gentiemen have called on me, offering to take 
up the cudgels in the matter of the infamous article in 
last Sunday’s Capital, headed ‘‘ National Disgrace.” 
I first advised against any notice of the article, because 
its motive was apparent, and there are here in Wash- 
ington many living witnesses of the events it purposes 
to describe. 

In the first place, the scene described on Pennsyl. 
vania avenue of General Sherman riding in his carriage, 
with folded arms, while poor Tom Worthington was 
on foot telling his piteous tale to the editor of the 
Capital, is a pure fiction. I did not ride down the 
avenue at all in my carriage last week or the week 
before, and it is extremely rare that I go down the 
avenue, except on foot or in the street cars. 
horses are not bay. And I pronounce this part of the 
article as manufactured for the express purpose of lay- 
ing the foundation for the tale of conspiracy by West 
Point against Colonel Thomas Worthington of Ohio, 
now in Washington, who is pushing some claim before 
Congress. 

Colonel Thomas Worthington belongs to one of the 
most honored families in Ohio. Entered West Point 
as a cadet in 1823; graduated in 1827 and resigned in 
1828. He served in the Mexican war as adjutant of the 
Second Ohio from June 23, 1846, to October 81, 1846. 
In the Civil war he raised a company in 1861, wascom- 
missioned lieutenant-colonel Forty-sixth Ohio October 
28, 1861, and colonel January 30, 1862. As colonel of 
the Forty-sixth Ohio he was at the battle of Shiloh, 
April 6 and 7, 1862, his regiment being one of three, 
viz.: his own; the Fortieth Illinois, Colonel Hicks; and 
the Sixth Iowa, Colonel John Adair McDowell, who, 
being the senior colonel, commanded the brigade. At 
the of the battle this brigade held the ex- 
treme right of our line; the next on its left was Buck- 
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land’s brigade, and next to it Hildebrand’s. These 
three brigades constituted the right of the Union 
forces, and are the troops to which Genera) Beauregard 
refers in his letter, and not the single regiment com- 
manded by Colonel Worthington. (This reference is 
to a letter the Capital publishes from Gen. Buie- 
gard in which he speaks of the resistance he met 
witb on the left of his line, and its results upon the 
battle of Shiloh.—Ep.) The key-point was the 
causeway across Owl Creek at Shiloh meeting- 
house, covered by the left of Buckland’s brigade and 
Hane of Hildebrand’s, and not the bridge nearly a mile 
below, which was covered by Colonel McDowell’s 
brigade, including Worthington’s regiment. 

Colonel Worthington continued in command of the 
same regiment and was in the same brigade to Coriuth 
and Memphis, Tennessee. 

Here in August he was tried by a General Court- 
martial on three charges: - 

(1.) Drunkenness on Juty; two specifications. (2.) 
Habitual drunkenness; one specification. (3 ) Conduct 
re an officer and gentleman; three specifica- 

ions. 

He was found guilty of the first charge and first 
specification and part of the second specification; not 
guilty of the second charge, though guilty on six of 
the dates enumerated; guilty of the third charge and 
of the second specification; not guilty of the first and 
third specifications; and was sentenced to be “‘ cash- 
iered.”” The members of the court were General 8. A. 
Hurlbut, president, now here; General J. W. Denver, 
now here; General J. C. Veatch of Indiana; Colonel 
John Wuiliams, Third Iowa Infantry; Colonel John 
Logan, Thirty-second Illinois Infantry; Colonel Wm. 
Mungen, Fifty-seventh Ohio Infantry; Uolonel W. A. 
Gresham, Fifty-third Indiana Infantry, now Judge of 
the United States District Court; Colonel Peter Sulli- 
van, Forty-eighth Ohio Infantry; Colonel B. H. Grier- 
son, Sixth Illinois Cavalry, now colonel of the Tenth 
United States Cavalry; Captain J. C. McUoy, aide-de- 
camp, judge-advocate. Most of these officers are now 
living and occupy important pogritions in civil life. 
Not one of them was a graduate of West Point. The 
record of this court is now in the office of the judge- 
advocate-general, accessible to all, with the orders, 
charges, specifications, pleadings, testimony and find- 
ings of the court. 

his terminated Colonel Worthington’s connection 
with the Service, and his regiment pa-sed under the 
command of Colonel, afterwards Brig.-Ger. C. C. 
Wolcutt, now living in Columbus, Ohio, and remained 
under his orders to the last day of the war, earning the 
largest fame. I bave never met Colonel Worthington 
since, but he has written me many letters, all of which 
I have answered in a positive but kindly spirit, and he 
is at liberty to publish any or all of them. I have his 
original letters, which may also be seen by parties who 
desire to inspect them. He has published much in the 
newspapers and in pamphlets, and in one of these 
occurs a letter from Mr. Lincoln which covers the 
whole case, pretty much in these words: 

**To-day 1 verbally told Col. Worthington that I did 
not think him fit for a colonel, and now, upon his 
urgent request, I put it in writing. 








** A, LINCOLN.” 


Col. Worthington is now an old man, in trouble and 
affiiction, and I think the editor of the Capital should 
not expose his weakness and foibles. If he has any 
claim for compensation for services of any nature on 
the part of the Government, I have not and will not 
interpose an objection, but I understand he has been 
paid in full, in the same manner and to the same ex- 
tent as all other officers. 

Now as to Colonel Donn Piatt. I have never known 
him, nor doI want to. During the war I never heard 
of him at Shiloh, Vicksburg, Chattanooga, Atlanta or 
elsewhere, where there was fighting and danger. I 
understand he belonged to that noble army of martyrs 
who suffered as provost marshals, judge-advocates and 
sutlers at the rear. His prudence is to be commended, 
but as a historian he shou'd be more modest. We 
bave his word for it that he was in youth trained by 
christian parents not to swear, but we have daily and 
weekly proof that he violates all the other nine com- 
mandments, ‘‘Thou shalt not bear faise witness 
against thy neighbor” is one of the commandments 
which surely he does not even profess to obey. His 
trade, occupation and livelihood are based on personal 
defamation. Honest men pity Colonel Thomas 
Worthington, but simply despise Donn Piatt. He 
quotes me as Calling his brother-in-law, General Ban- 
ning, & ‘‘ damned idiot.” He must have invented the 
expression, for it does not convey my meaning. The 
first Army bill reported by General Banning coutained 
the proviso that in case of the failure of the House to 
make the usual appropriation for the Army it should 
be disbanded. I declared this absolute folly,and may 
have used the word ‘‘ damned,” which is a good word 


y | when appropriately used, for this clause has since been 


damned by the Military Committee, of which he is 
chairman, and no longer forms a part of the bill now 


nding. 
PeThe a bill and the Pay bill have already under- 
gone so many changes that no man knows to-day ex- 
actly how they stand. But General Banning’s first 
Army bili contained good features and some bad 
features, all of which will in good time be acted on by 
Congress, and when the bill assumes the form of law 
no man will be prompterthan Ito obey. But while 
it is an open question I and the parties interested have 
as much right to our opinions as other American citi- 
zens. Personally I like General Banning very much, 
and if I ever applied any harsh term to him I apolo- 
gize, but I did and do pronounce the first Army bill 
reported by him as disorganizing and unjust to the 
Ary itself. There have bven half a dozen or more 
changes made since, all of which seem for the better 
but I still contend that a reduction to 20,000 enli 
men will force the President to abandon much of our 





territory to wild and savage Indians, I favor the most 
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rigid economy and know that the Army is patriotic, 
and that if Congress will enact a reduction of 5, 10 or 
20 per cent. of all salaries, civil and military alike, no 
complaint will come from the Army. But to single 
out the Army and Navy for reduction of pay is invi- 
dious and palpably unjust. You s truly,

Tux GeneraL Starr—THe QvanTermasTer’s DEpart- 
uENT.—In the Army this department is charged with 
providiug quarters and transportation for men and sup- 
plies, also the clothing, equipage for camp and garrison, 
together with horses, provender, and fuel. The department 
is also the channel through which very mauy incidental 
expenses are paid. 

The duties of officers serving in this department of the 
National Guard_under ordinary circumstances are very 
light ; it is nevertheless incumbent upon them to acquaint 
themselves with what would be required of them should 
emergencies arise. Were a quartermaster required to 
obtain quarters for a regiment which had been ordered 
away without camp equipage it would »¥e important for 
him to know how many men could be accommodated in 
certain buildings which were offered for that purpose, in 
order that he might provide for the rest. The ordinary 
rule for permanent quarters is to allow from 400 to 600 
cubic feet of air per man. A rough way to calculate the 
number of men to be allotted to a room is given by Major- 
Gen. Sir Garnet T. Wolseley as follows: “‘ For rooms under 
15 feet in width, one man for every yard of length; for 
rooms over 15 but under 25 feet,jtwo men for every yard of 
length ; for rooms 25 feet wide, three men for every yard 
of length.” If accommodation is wanted for only a short 
time the pace may be substituted for the yard, and if for 
one night 24 inches will suffice. 

The movemant of, troops}éby, railway requires careful 
calculating on the part of the quartermaster. Railway 
officials can generally be found who can settle all questions 
relating to the amount of power necessary to pull trains 
over the roads and to time arrangements. The officer in 
charge of the transportation should, however, te well in- 
formed as to the main points upon which information is 
required in order to determine these questions. In com- 
puting the number of soldiers armed and equipped that can 
be carried in cars the customary allowance is eight soldiers 
to ten ordinary passengers. A first clase car carries sixty, 
other cars forty passengers ; a box car will carry ten artil- 
lery horses or_eight cavalry horses, with valises, etc., on 
saddles. 

The movement of troops by rail involves very many mat- 
ters of detail, etc., which will be arranged under the super- 
vision of the commanding officer. . The proper discharge 
of his duties as a purchaser of supplies requires that a 
quartermaster should be well versed in the laws of trade 
and be familiar with the marksts of materials, 

In addition to the duties which have been hinted at above 
the quartermaster must understand the workings of his 
department thoroughly, so as to keep the required accounts 
of property in his pos:ession in order to protect himself 
" from responsibility for money or property,;which simply 
passes through his hands. 

Tue Svussistence Degpantment.--This department is 
omitted in the General Regulations of New York. Every 
commissary of subsistence should know accurately what 
constitutes an army ration. He should also be familiar 
with the mode of contracting for the supply of a number of 
rations per diem. Much that has been said in connection 
with the quartermaster’s position applies to that of com- 
missary. When cironmstances permit, it is well to issue 
direct to the men their rations for a day or two, This 
makes the soldier careful in economising his food, so that 
should it become necessary to give out much of a supply it 
will not be a new thing for him to exercise discretion.

The badges were then formally presented, after which the 
battalion drill was commen The manual of arms was 
excellently rendered, the fix and unfix bayonets bein 
almost perfect, Indeed it would be hard to decide whic 
portion of the manual was executed most faultlessly, so well 
were all the movements and motions performed. But one 
careless man was observed during this portion of the drill. 
The loadings and firings were Coney well done, by bat- 
talion, wing, companies, rank and by file. From first to 
last the men were prompt and steady, and only once, during 
a fire by battalion, was the least nervousness apparent. 
The printed list of movements was then commenced and 
completed, commencing with the ployment into close 
column and ending with a change of front—twenty-two 
movements in all. The general excellence of these move- 
ments was freely commented Re and it was only here 
and there that a slip was noticed. The marching through- 
out was full 7th regiment standard, nuaber and cadence 
being exavt. The distances and alignments were faultless, 
while the duties of the guides were rendered with prompt- 
ness and snap. It was particularly noticed that when these 
guides a‘lvanced to mark a new alignment, and at the 
double time, the pieces were invariably at the right shoul- 
der, while tne leit band was always at the breast. The 
wheelings of the companies, except the first in line, at the 
changes of direction were repeatedly marred for want of 
sufticient > particularly ry the march in column 
in mass. The marchings by the flank of companies with 
the repeated changes were beautifully rendered, not an 
atom of ~~ being lost by the wheeling of the fours or in 
joining of the companies. The formations of the donble 
colum. with deployments to the front and to the right and 
left were equally worthy of commendation. Col. Ciark was 
in command, assisted by Lieut.-Col. Fitzgerald and Major 
Smith. Asa whole the drill was a perfect exhibition of the 
infantry tactics, and fully proves that if the men are care- 
fully taught the first principles of the school of the scldier 
battalion movements will not be through any fault 
of theirs ; while if officers are studi and attentive there 
need be no blunder on their part. The precision of the 
7th regiment is world noted ; but the fact that only by the 
hard work of the officers is this precision attained is often 
overlooked. Reports and criticisms on the general excel- 
lence of the New York 7th have been freely canvassed by 
officers of other organizations, the general remark being 
‘Oh! of course. It isthe 7th regiment.” These cfiicers, 
however, forget that it isin their power to perfect thoir 
companies or regiments and place them on a par with the 
7th. Hard work and close study is the rule in this com- 
mand, and it would be well for tae National Guard if the 
ofticers who go frequently sneer at their praises would take 
a —~ & from the note books of some of the company com- 
manders.

erfect, and on a wheel into line the distances were fauit- 
ess. An advance in line single rank was excellent. The 
right and left fronts into line single and double rank, quick 
and double time, were well done, the fours holding together. 
A fault noticed in the execution of these movements, as 
well as the on right and left into line, was that the fours 
marched square up to the new alignment, instead of halt- 
ing in rear, and dressing up with short quick step. A 
march company front, with wheels by fours ieft about and 
@ march to the rear, were well rendered. After a short 
rest the command was broken into platoons, marching and 
wheeling in column. Tue distance was not always well 
preserved, and at the wheels the first sergeant, guide of 
the first platoon, invariably stood fast instead of taking the 
required 9 inch step. Platoons right front into line from 
column of fours was very handsomely executed, while the 
wheels into line were nearly perfect. Having formed single 
rank and wheeled into line, ‘‘ on the right take intervals” 
was ordered for the execution of the manual and sword 
exercise. The draw, present, parade rest, and return were 
the only movements rendered, the time not being uniform. 
In drawing and returning sabre many of the men failed to 
unhook the scabbard. The drill throughout was very guod, 
men steady and attentive, while the officers evinced a com- 
plete knowledge of their several duties. It was observed 
that the pernicious practice of allowing late men to fall in 
has full sway in the troop, men reporting as late as half- 
past eight o’clock, and falling into line without a single 
word of comment trom the captain. The sooner this prac- 
tice is stopped the better for the morate of the troop. 


MassacuvusetTts.—Co. D, 5th Infantry, passed the ordeal of 
inspection on Monday evening, March 24, forty men and three 
otticers present. The command has recently moved to new and 
better quarters. Formation was rather slow; the first sergeant 
fixed bayonets before roll call, which was incorrect, and there 
was unnecessary delay in completing left four.

Krnurxe AN InpIAN.—The St. Paul Pioneer Press 
publishes an extract rom a letter dated March 17, from 
the Indian agent, Major McLaughlin, at Fort Totten, 
D. T., which says: 

We had a little excitement here yesterday that broke the 
quietness of Totten life, the facts of which are as follows: In 
duly, 1874, when Major Forbes was the agent here, a party of 
four young Indians from Standing Rock Agency came here, and 
after remaining a couple of days passed on to St. Joe, near - 
bina, where they murdered a family, killing three persons out- 
right and wounding two others. e following winter, one of 
the party, named Wa-pa-fa, was arrested at Standing Rock and 
taken to Fort Lincoln, where he was contined in the guard-house 
for some time, but made his eecape befure the time set for his 
trial, and he was never recaptured, I heurd nothing more of him 
until the 26th of November last, when he, with another of hie 
accomplices, arrived on this reservation, These facts were at 
once commucicated to the United States Court Commissioner at 
Bismarck, who issued a warrant of arrest on the 2d inst. for both 
these Indians. I received this warrant on the 9th, and immedi- 
ately called upon the commanding officer, Major Bell, to aid me 
in making the arrest of these two Indians. I found the two In- 
dians in the council chamber, and remained with them. When 
the guard, consisting of one officer and eight men, came 1 
turned the Indians over to them, and they were at once taken 
charge. They started out of the room quietly, and when about 
half way down stairs one of the prisoners (Wa — jumped 
from the steps of the outside stairs, and passing the ran 
a ound the puilding, and etarted across the open rairt . About 
twelve or fifteen shots were fired afterhim. He received one 
through the thigh, which brought him to the ground. The 
wounded Indian lay still for some seconds, and as one of the 
pursoers approached him, the Indian leaped to his feet, and 
with a drawn knife, prepared to fight to the death. The remain 
ing guards took in the situation, and fired two more s 
Indian, one of which passed through his body, klili 
stantly. The Indian was about 300 yards in front of 
when he first fell. Wa-pa-fa was a determined and desperate 
character, and the Indians here are all satisfied with the fate 
which has overtaker him. I regret that they were obliged to kill 
him, but the effect will be better than if he had esca; The 
accomplice of the dead Indian is confined in the guard-houee 
awaiting the arrival of the United States Marshal to teke him to 
Bismarck. Neither of these Indians belonged to this agency, 
te h being from the Standing Rock Agency.

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CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 


Tue Allentown (Pa.) City Item publishes a private 
letter, received in that city, from an of the 
Army stationed at Standing Rock Agency, D. T., in 
the course of which he says: 

But if any one wishes an example of raw versus 
disciplined trcops, I will just refer them to the period 
in the autumn of the year 1862, when a large force of 

Ivania militia was concentrated near Hagers- 
town, Md., and did not dare to touch even a wing of 
the Southern army as it them, fresh from the 
defeat at Antietam and closely followed by the victo- 
rious Army of the Potomac. The material of which 
these regiments of militia were formed was just as good 
as need be—they lacked only discipline. We often 
hear the remark, ‘‘I wish we would into a war 
with England, then we would gobble Canada.” 
Whenever I hear this, I think of a serious obstacle, 
and that obstacle is, Canada would gobble us, or at 
least a very considerable part of us. I pause to let 
the laugh of derision subside, and then explain. 
Let me ask you to take a look at a scene in the Jate 
“‘uppleasaptness.” I mean the little battle of Ba- 
ton Rouge, La. Briefly this: The force there was & 
Brigadier General’s command, under General Tho:. 
Williams, a brave man and thorough soldier, his 
whole life being devoted to the ‘‘ Stars and Stripes” 
and his profession. But one morning they were at- 
tacked by an overwhelming force, so suddenly, too, 
that in a very short time thzy were defeated and 
driven to the very wate1’s edge, but by this time the 
gunboats commenced to tske part in the action, and 
under the friendly protection of these gunboats the 
routed forces rallied, formed again, fought, charged, 
and in turn utterly routed the enemy, scattering to the 
four points of the compass the late victors. And now 
let me return again to the (‘anadian frontier. The 
Ship Carals which connect the Great Lakes with the 
ocean are entirely on Canadian soil, so far witbin their 
Jines and so well protected naturally that any attempt 
on our part to reach them with raw troops in case of 
war would be useless. Well, this would give Great 
Britain a monopoly of the ironclad business on ‘* The 
Lakes” (in the event of war), for by treaty each 
nation is allowed but one vessel there in time of peace, 
and ours is an exceedingly antiquated specimen. I 
have served nearly four years in the Department of the 
Lakes, and feel satisfied that Great Britain with her 
ironclads, her regulars, and her Canadian militia, could 
make ‘ Baton Rouge” of every city, town and im- 
portant point between Buffalo nnd Chicago, in spite 
of everytbing that could be done by all the hastily 
mustered forces in thiscountry. In addition to this 
weak side, we have about five thousand miles of sea 
coast (exclusive of our possessions near the north pole, 
Alaska), An Army of twenty-five thousand men would 
give about five men to the mile. A great part of our 
wealth lies in close proximity to the sea board. I ask, 
does not wealth so situated hecome in case of suddenly 
declared hostilities an element of weakness instead of 
one of the sinews of war. 








West Pornt GRADUATES AS CLERGYMEN .—“ Sidney 
Herbert,” in the Philadelphia Weekly Zimes, saye: The 
recent death of the Rev. Dr. Bledsoe, of Alexandria, 
Va., one of the ablest, if not the ablest, of theological 
writers in the Southern Methodist Church; of the Rev. 
Dr. Woodbridge, the venerable rector of the Monu- 
mental Episcopal Church, Richmond, Va., which he 
had served for nearly half a century, and of the Rev. 
Mr. Swing, of Brooklyn, N. Y., an old and honored 
clergyman of the Nortbern Methodist Church, whose 
slalatry he entered in 1840, has called public attention 
to the fact, evidently lost sight of by the masses, that 
the United States Military Academy at W:st Point has 
furnished to the American pulpit some of its most 
eloquent divines. Whatever else may be said of them 
it cannot be denied that they have been men of such 
thorough culture that the church has seldom failed to 
avail itself of their services in the management of its 
higher educational institutions. Times have greatly 
changed during the past half century, and, while the 
graduates of the present day prefer the Army, there 
Was a period, ante-dating 1845, when many gifted and 
promising officers, after a few months or years of ser- 
vice in the Army, preferred the service of the church, 
and, resigning their commissions, entered its holy 
ministry. As a matter of general interest, and for 
purposes of future reference, I have briefly sketched 
the outlines of the records of such graduates as I have 
been able to trace from the Army to the church, com- 
mencing with 1802 and closing with 1867. Several of 
the names preseoted in this connection will — be 
recognized as those of divines to whom the world at 
large bas rendered universal homage on account of 
their great abilities and rare piety. Ee accordingly 
sketches the careers of Rev. Dr. Woodbridge, class of 
1896; Rev. Wm. Bryant (1826); Bishop Leonidas Polk 
(1827); Rev. C. W. Hackley (1829); Rev. Jas. Clark

THERE is great commotion in the Saint Cyr Military 
School. Contrary to all rules, an address of congra- 
tulation to the Pope was secretly circulated and signed 
oy some fifty students. A weak-kneed Catholic, fear- 
ing discovery and pupishment, gave information, and 
the petition was torn up by the authorities. Several 
challenges are the consequence, and according to Saint 
Cyr regulations, the duels are to come cft when the 
vacation begins. 

AN unlucky Scotch artist named Sands, was rescued 
by H.M.S. Jackal, from the island of St. Kilda, where 
he was discovered weather bound. *‘ The Lords Com- 
missioners” sent him a bill of $11 for five days’ enter- 
tainment on board the Jackal, to which the thrifty 
Sct demurs on the ground that he missed breakfast 
oue day. Healso inquires whether there is any charge 
for attendance, and it the bill includes the ‘‘nips” he 
eonsumed during the voyage. 


THE nee of Bayazid is so frightfully 
bad that the Russian garrison have been compelled to 
evacuate the citadel for come villages situated near it. 
After the reoccupation of the place by the Russians 
last November, nothing seems to have been done to 
clear the fortifications of the thousands of dead bodies 
that hed accumulated duting its eventful siege. 
‘*Mounds of skeletons decorate the batteries, and 
co lie thick in the water which the garrison have 
to drink. Fifty per cent. of the garrison are affected 
with typhus.” 

THERE is a very strong and a very natural suspicion, 
says Broad Arrow, that we are on the eve of most im- 
portant changes in the map of Europe, materially 
affecting that combination of political and military ad- 
vantages which is understood when we refer to “ the 
balance of power.” Our right to be heard and respected 
is incontestable; and we are not sorry to learn that 
Lord Lyons is a map-maker who thinks that we should 
compensate ourselves for lessening rights in Eastern 
Europe by turning our attention more towards Africa. 
Nor is it singular that France, with barriers in Europe 
not tobe passed as yet, if at all, should be toying with 
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float side by side in the dry air of Egypt. 

A GERMAN military writer, who has Jong advocated 
the abolition of cuirassier regiments, finds an argument 
in his favor in the fact that when in the autumn of last 
year the Russian Guard was burried southward to 
assist in retrieving the position of the field army in the 
valley of the Danube, the four regiments of cuirassiers 
belonging to the corps were left behind in St. Peters- 
burg, and there they have remained to the present day. 
Admitting that the cuirass protects the parts of the 
body covered by it from sabre cuts or bayonet thrusts, 
it is pot, it is urged, proof against bullets; and, more- 
over, it leaves the head, arms, legs, etc., still exposed. 
An antagonist would consequently naturally aim his 
blows ut these unprotected limbs, and the cuirassier, 
impeded in his movements by his heavy armor, would 
not compete on equal terms, in parrying, cutting, or 
thrusting, with his unencumbered adversary. More- 
over, by far the greater number of cavalry wounded in 
action are wounded by bullets; and the cuirass, so far 
from giving any protection against these, rather aggra- 
vates the severity of the injuries caused by them. 

A PAPER upon “‘ The best method of carrying life- 
saving apparatus on board men-of-war’” was read by 
Commander Gilmore, R.N., at the Royal United Ser- 
vice Institution, March 18. He proposes that vessels 
possessing poops and forecastles should have rafts on 
top of them, constructed of air-tight cells or of cork 
compartments, forming “‘ flying” poops and forecas- 
tles. Vessels of the I'rince Consort class could carry 
rafts in many places; Achilles and Agincourt the same; 
and Monarch {on the forecastle, and from after turret 
aft. The Devastation class could have the hurricane 
deck divided into rafts. The Invincible class could 
carry rafts upon the upper deck; and in fact there was 
not one vessel in the navy in which some place could 
not be found available for the purpore. He admitted 
that the imposition of rafts upon the decks of ships 
and on their poops and forecastles would be rather 
cumbersome and would add something to their top- 
weight, but he would defy any one to spoil the beauty 
or add to the ugliness of English ironclads, and he 
trusted that naval architects were capable of making 
such an arrangement of the weights as would allow of 
such superstructures as he recommended being 
carried. 

Tne Pronocrarn.—Zngineering siys: Of the many 
possible applications of the phonograph it would be 
too early now to speak; the instrument is yet in its in- 
fancy, but there can be no doubt it will ultimately 
create a revolution in many aspects of social life. It 
will be possible, for instance, to dispense with wriiten 
letters to friends on the other side of the world, giving 
them in exchange the communication in our own 
spoken voice. It will only be necessary to speak into 
an instrument in this country, to remove the metallic 
record from the cylinder, to pack it carefully in a box, 
writing upon it the speed of rotation at which it was 
produced, and to send it by post to the distant station, 
there, by being rotated on a similar instrument, to de- 
liver its message in the voice and tones of the original 
speaker. But of all the startling powers of the phono- 
graph there is none perhaps so extraordinary as its ca- 
pability of reproducing years after the voices of those 
who are no longer on the earth. If any person have 
ever spoken into a phonograph it will be possible by 
the process of electrotyping to make a permanent 
record of his words and voice, which may be heard 
by his friends, and repeated again and again for years 
and centuries to come. And thus a portion at least of 
the longing expressed in the song of the Poet Lau- 
reate may be realised: 

“ O! for the touch of a vanished hand 

And the sound of a voice that is still.” 


One of the Alsatian journals contains an account of 
some ironplated defences which are about to be in- 
stalled at Strasburg by the German commandant. The 
idea is to introduce into the fortification of towns that 
principle which has been worked out with such im- 
portant results at sea, and to erect, in point of fact, iron- 
clad “turrets” exactly similar to those with which ships 
of war are fitted. The new scheme has not, of course, 
been yet tested in actual warfare, but experiments are 
ssid to have been made with the most successful re- 
sults at some of the German military centres, and at 
Metz and other places the new forts have been per- 
manently erected. They can be made either on a sta- 
tionary plan, with embrasures arranged in the most 
convenient position, or so as to revolve by the aid of 
machinery, directing the fire of the single pig gun 
within at the pleasure of the garrison, and it is the 
latter system which finds most favor with the engineers 
of Strasburg and Berlin, 

M. Ottvier, of Paris, has invented a submerged 
vessel which he claims can either float on the surface,

depth. Provision is made for the respiration uf the 
occupants, who can guide it at their pleasure. The 
means Sos is also novel. At the after part 
of the craft is fixed a revolving breech block, accu- 
rately fitted to a tube passing through the stern of the 
boat. In the breech block are fired, successively, 
cartridges of gunpowder, guncotton, nitro-glycerine, 
etc., the gases from the combustion of which, as 
they cannot escape into the interior, force their way 
out by the tube, and by the pressure which they exer- 
cise on the water behind propel the vessel. He ex- 
pects that this craft will be able to approach an iron- 
clad, fix ita torpedo, and retire unsuspected, without 
presenting any vulnerable point to the enemy’s fire, 
even if observed. 


ANOTHER addition has been made to the English 
navy by the purchase of the ironclad frigate Indepen- 
dencia, recently finished tor the Brazilian government. 
It is understood to be the intention of the Brazilian 
government to replace that vesse] by smaller ships of 
war, better adapted to the maritime wants of the em- 
pire. The Jndependencia is an armored turret-ship of 
9,000 tons displacement, very neatly the same size as 
the Devastation and Thunderer (9,190 tons). The ar- 
mor is the same thickness, 10 inches to 12 inches 
thick. The Independencia is designed to carry four 
heavy Whitworth guns in her two turrets, and two 
hghter pieces of ordnance mounted on the forecastle, 
behind an armored traverse. The stem of the vessel is 
fitted with a spur for ramming, and a light spar deck 
extends from turret to turret. Theengines are of 1,200 
nominal horse-power, but can work up to 8,500 in- 
dicated. 

A ROYAL warrant has been issued, dated Feb. 18, 
which revises the rate of pay granted to colonels of 
cavalry of the line in the British army. It directs that 
from and after the ist of January, 1873, in the case 
of an officer then holding such an appointment‘, and 
from the date of appointment in the case of an officer 
subsequently appointed, the pay shall be as follows: 
A colonel appointed before Jan. 1, 1873, $6,750 
yearly. A colonel who had not attained the regi- 
mental rank of lieutenant.colonel before Jan. 31, 1860, 


$5,000 yearly. A colonel appointed after Jan. 1, | of 


1873, who havirg attained the regimental rank of 
lieutenant-colonel before Jan 31, 1860, and having 
been entitled to receive the difference between the 
value of a cavalry and of an infantry comrission, 
shall not have received such difference, $6,750 yearly. 
A colonel appointed after Jan 1, 1878, who had at- 
tained the regimental rank of lieutenant-colonel be- 
fore Jan. 31, 1860, and who shall have received the 
difference between the value of a cavalry commission 
and of an infantry commission, or who shall not have 
been entitled to receive such difference, $5,925 yearly. 


AN armor-plated ship on Admiral Sartorius’s plan is 
to be built at Chatham. A kind of torpedo ram-ship; 
displacement, 2,500 tone; length, 250 feet, with a com- 
paratively small breadth of beam; draught, 20ft., or 
considerably less than that of any of the existing iron- 
clad vessels. She is intended to be employed entirely 
in offensive torpedo operations, will carry no guns, and 
will be fitted with a formidable ram, to be used in at- 
tacking ironclad ships at their most vulnerable points 
—some five or six feet below the water-line, whilst at 
the same time she will be capable of discharging a 
complete shower of torpedoes from her stem, and alan 
from the sides. According to the plans the vessel will 
only be about four feet out of the water, and will be 
surmounted by a hurricane deck, as nearly as possible 
like that of the ‘‘ cigar ship.” She will be unprovided 
with masts, and will depend entirely on her steam 
power, it being intended that she shall have an excep- 
tionally high rate of speed. Her stowage capacity for 
coal will be very great, in order that she may be able 
to keep the seas for the longest possible period with- 
out requiring to replenish her fuel. The new vessel 
will be about two years in building. She will be 
heavily armored, and will be protected by steel armor 
plates. 

THE official returns show that from the outbreak of 
the war until the end of January, since which there 
has been no affair of importance, the Russians lost 
89,304 of all ranks killed or wounded. Among these 
were ten generals killed and eleven wounded. One 
prince of the Imperial family and thirty-four members 
of the higher aristocracy of Russia were killed on the 
field of battle. Of the wounded, 36,824 have been re- 
ported convalescent, and 10,000 more will, it is anti- 
cipated, be shortly sufficiently recovered to be dis- 
charged from hospitals. Of the wounded received 
into the ambulances and field hospitals, one in every 
eleven died. Sentence of death was carried out 1n 
two casee—in one instance as a punishment for deser- 





tion, in the other for rob accompanied with 
violence.
